‘Jimate. Dr, Stiles thinks the ancient 
Egptians were acquainted with = the 
parasite. i 

A study of the conditions of (he most 
widely infected regions of the south, 
mainly in Florida, show that the para- 
site attacks children in the rura: sec- 
tions at a very early age. It has teen 
demonstrated that children wio . go 
barefooted or Who are permitted to loll 
eround freely on the ground in sum- 
mer time are the special victims of the 
hookworm, When the parasite thus 
gets started it thrives marvelously to 
the injury of its victims, actually ar- 
resting the development of ° certain 
parts of the body and delaying the age 
of maturity.
